Washington, February 3.—Amer- 
ica escaped all European’ entangle- 
menuts when she joined in the recent 
allied reparations agreement in Paris 
—that assurance was given by. Secre- 
tary of State Hughes Tuesday wicn 
he sent the senate the text of the 
Paris agreement, along with a cover- 
ing letter. 

But the secretary failed to supply 
details of the discussior, over the 
reservation Ambassador Kellogg is 
said to have suggested, and as a re- 
sult he may be called before the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee for 
questioning. . 

Information on reports of the Kel- 
logg reservation was specifically re- 
quested at the instance of Senator 
Borah. The request was inserted in 
the resolution introduced by Senator 
Hiram Johnson and was approved by 
the senate. 

Negotiations Secret. 

Hughes’ covering letter omitted any 
mention of circumstances surround- 
ing the negotiations. Should the sen- 
ators press this point, the secretary 
probably will reply that it would be 
contrary to the public interest to 
divulge the details, on the ground 
that they are subject to a pledge of 
secrecy which could not be broken 
without the consent of the other sig- 
natories. 

Seeretary Hughes emphasized two 
points in his letter of explanation: 

1. The United States is not com- 
mitted to any European” entungle- 
ments.

To Heal Ray’s Broken Heart 


New York, February 3.—Between 
the asking price of a broken heart and 
the cash value of. the same there is a 
margin of slightly more than $145,000. 

Billy B. Van, the revue comedian, 
was complimented, of course, when 
Miss Ray Meyers, who also glimmers 
more or less upon the stage, demanded 
$150,000 because he had neglected to 
marry her. For a man who has already 
made five excursions down the aisle 
to the altar, and whose affections 
therefore would seem to be slightly 
shopworn, this was a flattering valua- 
tion.

Young Driver of Car

ALL COMPROMISES 
OFFERED IN VAIN 


America Has _Insisted 
That Production and Ex- 
portation Be Limited to 
Scientific Needs. 


Geneva, Febuary 3.—Europe has 
rejected the American plan to curb 
the opium evil. Three months of 
bickering, interrupted by several angry 
adjournments, ended Tuesday with tlie 
League of Nations’ anti-narcotie con- 
ferei.ce just where it was when it was 
convened in November. Final ad- 
journment is expected this week-end. 

Throughout the sessions of the con- 
ference Stephen G. Porter, the head 
of the American delegation, has insist- 
ed that the production and exporta- 
tion of narcotics, particularly opium, be 
liimted to the world’s scientific needs. 

France, Holland and Great Britain, 
spealiag for their Pacific dependencies 
where opium is smoked, produced and 
exported legally to the great profit of 
the governments concerned and pleas- 
ure to the native addicts, have re- 
fused to accept the drastic American 
program. 

Compromises Fail. 

Compromises have been offered to 
no avail. The Indian delegation con- 
sistently backed the British objections 
and when Britain seemed to falter, 
took the lead in refusing to agree to an 
immediate diminution of the produc: 
tion of opium on a scale that would 
eliminate smoking of the drug at the 
end of ten or fifteen years. <A “con- 
ciliation committee” decided Tuesday 
that -the American program was im- 
practicable. 

Porter frequently has appeared te 
be on the verge of enforcing his pro- 
sram on Europe. tach tiae Europe 
has escaped.

TALY WILL NOT 
REPUDIATE. DEBI 


New Ambassador Will 
Have Full Instructions 
To Discuss Matter With 
United States Officials. 


Rome, February 3.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Vress.)—Italy has no intention 
of repudiating her war debts to the 
United States. The newly-appointed 
Italian ambassador to the United 
States, Giacomo de Martine, who wili 
reach Washington next month, will 
have full instructions to discuss this 
question with the American govern- 
ment. Thus far Italy has made no 
proposal for a settlement, therefore, 
the conversations on the subject: will 
not in any way be prejudiced. 

According to information from goyv- 
ernmental sources, Italy does not in- 
tend that the settlement of her war 
debits with the United States will be 
influenced by negotiations begun by 
other countries, or statements made by 
the representatives of other countries 
relative to interallied debts. Italy, 
it is believed, will be ready to honor 
her financial pledges to America as 
soon as her budget will allow her to 
devote more attention to her foreign 
obligations. 

The Itaiian government has been 
busily engaged on internal financial 
recoustruction. and has not been able 
tv make any plans concerning italy s 
foreign debts, especially that to the 
Uuited States, which the latest annual 
report of the secretary of the treasury 
fixed at $1.647.869,197, in addition to 
$449.477.924 accrued interest. 

As regards war debts to England, 
Italy has concluded an arranzement 
with the British government whereby 
each vear. as the interest falls due, iv

AMAUS “MURDER 
FARM CASE AGAIN 
GETS ATTENTION 


Son of John Williams, of 
“Murder Farm” Fame, 
Surrenders After Three 
Years’ Freedom. 


Leroy Williams, one of the three 
sons of John 8S. Williams, who was 
owner of the famous “murder farm” 
near Monticello, is free today on 
$3,000 bond foliowing his surrender 
Monday to Sheriff W. F. Pearsons, 
of Jasper councy. The defendant, 
who has evaded arrest for more than 
three years, demanded trial at the 
February term of Jasper, cdunty 
court late Tuesday, but due to the 
absence of several witnesses, Solicitor 
J..d. Duke asked a continuance un- 
til the August term of court. Wil- 
liams was granted bail and the con- 
tinuance allowed. 

No word has been received of Le- 
roy’ two brothers, Marvin ane 
Hulan Williams, .also indicted for 
murder by tbe state, and peonage by 
the Atlanta district grand jury. Fol- 
lowing his release, Williams went 
into seclusion and declined to say 
where he had been stopping for the 
past three years. 

The bond was xiven for the charge 
of murder, and federal officials in 
Atlanta Tuesday stated tkat if the 
state pressed the killmg charge, the 
peonage charges of the government 
would be dropped. 

Williams was represented by At- 
torneys W. H. Key and Eugene M. 
Baynes. 

John S. Williams, father of the 
youth, was given a life sentence by 
state courts and also has a charge 
of peonage against him in federal 
courts. He was convicted of killing 
a number of negroes and hurlirg 
their bgdies into the Yellow river, on 
his farm near Monticello, often cal!cd 
“the murder farm.” 

When the investigation begun by 
agents of the U. S. @epartment of 
justice, in the spring of 1921, bodies 
of many negroes were found. A nezre 
workman, Clyde Manning, turned 
state's evidence, charging that he had 
been forced to aid Williams in get- 
ting rid of the bodies. 

Investigations by agents disclosed 
the fact that Williams and his sons, 
Leroy, Marvin and Hulan, had come 
to Atlanta and earried negroes back 
to make them work on the “murder 
farm.” The four were indicted ‘y 
the Atlanta district federal grand 
jury, June 20, 1921. 

Later they were indicted by the Ma- 
con district federal grand jury, the 
indictment being returned on May 2, 
1921. Both were peonage charges. 
_At the beginning of the investiga- 
tion, Leroy, Marvin and Hulan Wil- 
liams, fled and no trace had been 
found of any of them until Leroy re- 
turned Tuesday. His brothers have 
not been located.

Cairo, Egypt, February 3.—Egyp 
tologists are anxious over the condi 
tion of the ancient “nilometer,” a puil- 
lar with graduated markings iniicat- 
ing the height of water in ‘he Nile 
river, and which is situated in Old 
Cairo. The monument stands in a 
well, which communicates with the 
river, but now, after many centuries, 
it is sinking, and a committee has 
been appointed to consider meaus vf 
saving it. 

The nilometer’s age is unknown. 
Some antiquarians believe it to be the 
identical pillar mentioned in the first 
century of the Christian era by Pliny. 
who recorded that if the water reaches 
the 12-cubit mark a famine was in- 
dicated; if 13, scarcity; if 15,. safety, 
and 16, plenty. 

Some authorities, however, hold 
that it was not erected earlier than 
the eighth century, but certainly 
many hundreds of years ago.

McGill, field secretary of the assem- 
bly’s committee on Christian educa- 
tion, and Dr. Richard C. Reed, form- 
erly of Atlanta, now acting president 
of Columbia seminary, spoke on vari- 
ous phases of the plans. 
Atlanta to Profit. 


“The removal of Columbia  semi- 
nary to Atlanta is of vital interest 
to every progressive citizen of this 
comaunity,” Dr. Gillespie declared. 
“Atlanta will reap the materia] bene- 
fit both from the expenditure of the 
building fund and from the interest 
on the fund raised in otber synoils. 
Columbia seminary will add lustre 
to the splendid institutions now lw- 
cated here and will be a fitting -ap- 
stone to an educational system which 
makes Atlanta outstanding as a een- 
ter of learning in the south.” 

Dr. Gillespie said Columbia semi- 
nary is 100 years old, having been ¢s- 
tablished at Lexington, Ga., in 197. 
He said» when the institution is 
bronght to Atlarita it will draw a 
student body picked from the choice 
bomes of the south. . 

“The seminary will turn out a eon- 
Stant stream of young men who will 
carry out of here messages of Atlan- 
tas virtues, enterprises, citizenship 
and the Atlanta spirit,” he said. 

The seminary when located in At- 
lanta will serve the territory streteh- 
ing from the Tennessee-North Caro- 
lina line to the Gulf of Mexico end 
from the Atlantic ocean to the Mis- 
Sissippi river. 

Builds for Future. 

“In this territory there are now 
128,000 Presbyterians but we are gc- 
ing to build here for the future,” Dr. 
Gillespie said. “We can estimate con- 
servatively a membership in this ter- 
ritory in 1950 cf 250,000 and ‘we ire 
building our plans with this in view.” 

Dr. Gillespie said it is impossi‘le 
for Seminaries at Richmond and 
Louisville to turn out enough trained 
ministers to serve Presbyterians of 
this section. 

“We will have to train our preach- 
ers here,” he declared. “During this 
training period these young men will 
render a large service to the church.s 
and church organizations of this jim- 
mediate section. The coming of the 
Seminary to Atlanta will make this 
city the center of the institution's 
constituency.” 

Dr. MeGill followed with a talk on 
the practical end of the work to he 
done. 

“The responsibility for the success 
or failure of this cpmpaign rests on 
the people in this room,” he said. “T 
Have never before seen as many 
Presbyterian deacons and e'ders es- 
sembled at one time in the south as 
are here tonight. We have held 15 
campaigns in our Christian education 
work and have.raised $12,000,000 for 
Christian education. "We have not 
failed yet and we are not going to fail 
here.” 

Benefits Enumerated. 

Dr. McGill said thee ampaign heve 
would bring good in other ways be- 
sides raising money. 

“If we merely get the money here 


we will feel that we have partially’ 


failed,” he said. “We want also to 
arouse a greater Presbyterian spirit 
and to promote Presbyterian fellow- 
ship. If we should do nothing more 
than get acquainted we shall have 
accomplished something worth while.” 

Dr. Reed brought the greetings of 
the facultv of the seminary and ex- 
pressed pleasure over the prospects 
of coming back to Atlanta. He pre- 
dicted great success for the institu- 
tion here. 

Next Monday night a dinner will 
he given to campaign workers on the 
Anslev roof preparatory to launch- 
ing the campaign next Tuesday. De- 
tails of the campaign are being work- 
ed out in headquarters which have 
heen established on the mezzanise 
floor of the Ansley hotel.

The bill is expected to be drafted 
to allow the lessee a wide latitude in 
production of chemicals and metals, 
including aluminum and carbide. 

Lease Advocated.

" 30-HOUR BATTLE WITH SEA DESCRIBED ~ 


ight for Life 


Wash., February. 3.— 
Nine members of the exew of the 
coastwise steamer Caoba were safe 


in port here Tuesday night, recover- 
ing from a 30-hour battle in an open 
boat during which the Pacific ocean 
raged in its worst fury. 

Meanwhile vessels at sea were. 
keeping a lookout ‘for Captain A. 
Sandis and nine other sailors who 
were last known to have been afloat 
in the vessel’s other life boat. after 
deserting the Caoba. 

A. Rignall, first mate, who heid 
command over the rescued lifeboat 
and a sturdy Scandinavian of San 
Franviseo bay, hardened by his years 
at sea, nevertheless showed the ef- 
fects of his exposure, as he described 
“the roughest weather” he had ever 
seen. 

“It was a wonder that we kept our 
life boat afloat,” he said. 

“The Caoba looked as if it would 
surely sink when we left it Sunday 
night. We put off at 11 o’clock and 
sfarted for the Columbia river, 27 
miles away. 

“We had nothing to ‘drink, and 
nothing to eat except some dry crack- 
ers. The night seemed long as we 
took turns rowing and bailing our 


“We were surprised to find our- 
selves still afloat Monday, and all day 
we looked about ys, hoping to see 
a vessel that we could hail to pick 
us up. . 

“Then the weather began to moder- 
ate, and as evening approached we 
reached the Columbia river. At dark 
we tried to enter the river, but the 
entrance was too rough. 'e would 
have made it had we been two hours 
earlier. 

“As it was, however, the tide ebb- 
ed against us, and our boat was car- 
ried out to sea. 

“Monday night the wind came up 
again, and it was only by bailing 
for all we were worth that we stay- 

alive. 

“Then this morning the tug John 
R. Cudahy found us, and here we 
are.” ’ 

Rignall said Tuesday morning be- 
fore the Cudahy sighted them, he saw 
a lifeboat with two men in it rid- 
ing the waves, far out on the hori- 
zon. He believe it was the Caoba’s 
other boat. The others were probably 
lying in the bottom, resting. : 

“Captain Sandig took the ship’s cat 
with him,” Rignall said with an ap- 
parent stolid belief in the supersti- 
tions of the sea, “I guess he ought to 
eome out all right.”

States railroad labor board today 
granted an increase in the wages of 
2,528 conductors and trainmer total- 
ing some $283,183 a year.

railroads, which were not covered by 
the agreement negotiated by the train 
service brotherhoods in their wage 
movements of 1923-1924, are affected. 
They are chiefly short lines, but in- 
clude the Denver and Rio Grande 
Western system and its subsidiary, 
the Rio Grande Southern, 

The award is on the basis of the 
New York Central increase of five 
per cent. The question of rules was 
remanded to the interested parties for 
further conference. The board ren- 
dered the opinion that the railroad 
companies were entitled to relief from 
alleged burdensome rules, but said the 
changes in rules agreed to on other 
properties were not in its records. 
The increases in wage rates become 
effective February 1, 1925.

Washington, February 3.—Respon- 
sibility for enactment or failure of 
legislation to aid the farmers is re- 
garded by President Coolidge as now 
resting entirely in the hands of con- 
gress. 

The president’s position as made 
known today at the white -house is 
that, having submitted through the 
report of his agricultural commission 
recommendations as to farm legisla- 
tion and given congress five weeks to 
consider them, it is up to congress and 
particularly its agriculture committee 
to obtain enactment of legislation be- 
fore adjournment, March 4. 

Failure to enact bills based on the 
agricultural commission’s report will 
be regarded by the president as evi- 
dence that the congressional com- 
mittees intrusted with farm legisla- 
tion do not regard the present farm 
situation as of an emergency nature, 
and accordingly he will not be dis- 
posed to call an extra session of com- 
gress to consider such legislation. 

Some members of congress, hold- 
ing that passage of farm aid bills 
is impossible in the four remaining 
weeks of the present congréss, have 
proposed that the president call a 
special session of the new congress 
after March 4 to take up such leg- 
islation. This. it was made plain, 
Mr. Coolidze has no _ intention of 
doing. 

The agriculture committees of the 
senate and house met separately to- 
day before the pronouncement of Mr. 
Coolidge’s views. The senate com- 
mittee, meeting to begin hearings on 
th. basis of the agricultural com- 
mission’s report, adjourned until 
Monday without calling eny  wit- 
nesses. Chairman Norris announced 
it was decided tv» hear members of 
the commission first and as most .of 
them had returned to tieir homes 


iduring a temporary recess of the com- 


mission, nothing could be done until 
next week. ° 

Hearings were continued by the 
house committee with Representative 
Williams, republican, Michigan, ex- 
plaining hie revised cooperative mar- 
keting bill designed to carry out the 
agricultural commission’s recommen- 
dations. The committee decided to 
have drafted for use as a basis of con- 
sideration a bill embodying all of the 
ecommission’s recommendations except- 
ing its suggestions relative to the 
tar'ff. 

Two additional agriculture bills 
made their appearance during the day. 
Chairman Haugen, of the house ag- 
riculture committee, presented a meas- 
ure eontaining some of the features 
of the McNary-Haugen surplus mar- 
keting bill which the agriculture com- 
mission refused to indorse. Senator 
Capper, republican, Kansas, reintro- 
duced his bill creating a federal coop- 
erative marketing board such as has 
heen recommended by the president’s 
com mission.

"THE PUBLIC PROTECTED. 
The ordinance banning jitneys 
from the streets of Atlanta, passed 


by council Monday, is fair, liberal 
and fully protective of the rights 


itettetinin 


‘of the public. 


That is the outstanding ‘essential 
in any law governing utilities, and 
in this respect the new ordinance is 
extremely clear and definite. 

That no city can abolish its steel- 
rail, electric street car service and 
survive is too obvious for argument. 

Several cities have made the test 
under the most favorable auspices, 
and in the face of almost public 
revolution the population of each 
city demanded the restoration of the 
street cars, and with the least delay 


humanly possiole. ; 
If the city, therefore, must have 


electric street car transportation it 


must accord the owners of such a 
system the reasonable fairness that 
is due in any business. 

Unless such an institution can 
make its investment earn a reason- 
able profit per annum, such invest- 
ments cannot be maintained. 

At the same time the first con- 
sideration in exchange for the fran- 
chise, even though heavy annuities 
are paid in paving and other cash 
emoluments, must be the protection 
and the interest of the public. ; 

The ordinance passed Monday 
gives this protection with encour- 
aging definiteness. To illustrate, 
while jitneys are thus banned from 
paralleling the electric lines, com- 
fortable capacity busses may be 
licensed to feed sections of the 
city not reached by street cars, 
and such bus lines are required to 
show ability to indemnify properly 
in the event of accidents. That is 
very important. 

Further—and this is an especial 
guarantee to the public—council 
is authorized under the law to 
license busses at any time to oper- 
ate in any street, thus protecting 
the public against an inadequacy of 
service should the street car owners 
seek to take advantage of the pub- 
lic in such a manner. 

The law, therefore, 
satisfactory one, and ought to be 
accepted by every one as a happy 
solution to a very Serious and 
threatening problem.

The tariff commission was pro- 
vided for the purpose of “‘taking 
the tariff out of politics,” but it has 
not done so. Fact is, it is sup- 
posed to be a non-partisan board, 
whereas it is charged with being 
a most partisan board at the pres- 
ent time. And, whether partisan or 
non-partisan, it is almost function- 
less. Even if used for purely fact- 
finding purposes, the ways and 
means committee of the house 
holds its own hearings, and brings 
out its own reports relating to all 
proposed or enacted tariff legisla- 
tion. And if the tariff commission 
should find out the facts in any 
specific investigation, and _ report 
recommendations, a president, com- 
mitted to one tariff view or an- 
other, is not obliged to accept it. 
Indéed, the tariff commission 
recommended a reduction in the 
sugar duty, but such recommenda- 
tions were chucked into the white 
house files months ago, and there 
they will probably indefinitely re- 
main. 

Congress will do right well if it 
applies the $712,000 a year used 
for this useless appendage to some- 
thing with more constructive pos- 
sibilities, and less easy berths for 
political office seekers. 


OIL. INDUSTRY “CURED.” 

Two or three weeks ago Presi- 
dent Coolidge appointed an oil con- 
servation board, composed of mem. 
bers of his cabinet—Hoover, Weeks, 
Work and Wilbur. 

Word went forth that oil, an ¢s- 
sential transportation fuel, needed 
nursing. 

The oil industry was immediate- 
ly assumed to be ill. The source 
of supply immediately advanced the 
price a penny a gallon. And then 
another, and then two pennies a 
gallon. Further advances are pre- 
dicted. 

The Néw York World of Satur- 
day makes the following blunt 
Statement: “Oil industry, ill, is 
quickly cured by price advance of 
$100,000,000.”’ 

In other words, the industry 
found itself surrounded by a bunch 
of government nurses, and imme- 
diately proceeded to its own treat- 
ment for its own sugyested trou- 
bles, and the American public has 
already paid an expensive hospital

(The Hebrew Orphans’ asylum 
of Atlanta, Ga., has passed a reso- 
lution to abolish their institution | 
and board the children in natural 
homes. At the same time the 
state Jegislature is considering the 
widow's pension bill which will 
make it possible for a dependent, 
destitute child to. be kept in the 
home of its own mother—a prin- 
ciple now firmly established 
throughout the country.) 


The Child Welfare Committee of 
America has been recently. incor- 
porated for the main purpose of se- 
curing “a home for every child,” and 
as far as possible the elimination of 
the collective care of children, , 

There is no reason why there should 
be a pauper child in such a _ rich 
country as the United States. All 
respects and honor to the fire, well- 
meaning people and the splendid work 
they have done to care for the penni- 
less child in orphan asylums; but it is 
not too much to hope that the day 
will come when there will not be an 
orphan asylum in the United States. 

There will always be fieed for in- 
stitutions for the child who is defi- 
cient, delinquent, diseased or otherwise 
handicapped, and who needs special- 
ized care; but for the able-bodied child 
whose only trouble is poverty—he is 
best brought up in the community 


vhere he comes in contact with the 
daily life of other children, and is not 
segregated from his fellows in a class 
by himself. 

In every locality there are many 
families who love children and who 
will take care of them, but are finan- 
cially unable te do so. The sensible 
thing is to give such people an allow- 
ance each week for the care of such 
children. 

Thirty thousand children are being 
cared for in their own homes and un- 
der the care of their-own mothers by 
laws that have been created in the 
state of New York. ‘They have been 
so benefited by meeting the basic 
economic home conditions that out. of 
this enormous number, during the last 
year nineteen appeared in the chil- 
dren’s court; twenty-nine in the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children and seven in the police de- 
partment. Besides, under those con- 
ditions the cost is approximately one- 
half as much as in institutions. 

These results speak for themselves. 

How can this be extended to reach 
every dependent child? By raising the 
standard of the statutes of every state 
to that of the best and to make it in- 
clude every child in need of help, to 
start him in life to make his own way 
—to give him not charity, but a 
chance.

The Vatican. 

The break between the republic of 
France and the Holy See seems now 
absolutely certain. Not ail the elo- 


quence of Monsicur Briand, nor the 
optimism of Cardinal Mercier and 
the French senate, two venerable bod- 
ies, who both have advanced some 
eccunsel ef moderation to Premier 
Herriot, will be able to prevent the 
rupture. Some of the high chureh 
dignitaries in France have pronounced 
the imminent break as the most dis- 
agirous blow to French Cutholic in- 
terests since the separation between 
church and state. The move is in- 
deed a further blow to the temporal 
power of the Vatican, but it is not 
directed -against the spiritual doc- 
trines of the Catholic church. There 
is no menace to freedom of worship 
in the fact that France will not he 
represented in liome. Religion in 
France is considered a matter of pri- 
vacy. The state has no concern with 
a citizen's religious or wnreligious 
views. He may worshin God with 
cymbals and tom-toms, like the Sal- 
vation army and the Mobammedans 
or he may feel it doubt about the 
existence of a supreme being. In 
France they know by experience that 
an agnostic or even an aitteist may 
be a good citizen of the republic. Of 
eourse it’s a different matter with 
Russia. From there we hear time 
and again that the governinent lead- 
ers are rank atheists as if that were 
sufficient cause to denounce the 
whole economic and political system 
of the country. Now if the possession 
of firm orthodox belief were a cri- 
terion for good Citizenship. France 
would he in a worse plight than Rus- 
sia. For by goin: over the list of 
contemporary French statesmen, from 
Viviani, Clemenceau, Puvuincare to 
Herriot, there is not a single gee 
who would stand muster with the 
religious censors of any denomina- 


tion.

The Ibanez flare-up has died down 
with the withdrawal of the action of 
prosecution by the Spanish govern- 
ment.

Its next action will be to pass 
a law with provisions that no prose- 
cution will follow the publication on 
French soil of criticism of a foreign 
power by an individual of any nh- 
tionality. The socialist majority in 
parliament cemandced this action from 
Herriot and he very likely was so 
thoroughly in sympathy with it that 
he has given the measure precedence 
over other matters now lefore the 
ahamber of deputies. There can be 
no denying that Senator }banez has 
practically heen given carte blanche 
to continue his blasts at the Spanish 
throne by this action. And it is not 
very likely that he will wait long 
before he renews bis onslavghts. The 
Spanish royalist press sneers at 
Ibanez for conducting his campaign 
from the safe retreat of French eoil.

HEALTH TALKS

THE SAFETY OF BANKERS. 

Will you kindly inform me, asks 
W.S. J., Jr., whether you recommend 
the use of any spray: or nasal douche 
tu keep the nasal passages in a 
healthy condition during the season 
of respiratory afflictions. 
a bank that is superheated, but have 
about two miles of oxygen on the 
hoof every day. My nasal passages 
fell irritated quite often and some- 
times bleed, and owing to contact with 
the public, at my work, I am subject 
tu what I call “colds.” 

Let's not call ’em that, for by doing 
go we give aid and comfort to the 
enemy and encourage the propagation 
of cri. Call ’em eri, pronounced kree, 
a simple little word which will never 
do any harm; it is constructed with 
the initial letters vf the words com- 
mon respiratory infections. .No one 
can use this word without having his 
attention drawn to the actual way the 
diseases included under the term are 
contracted. Whereas, the old name 
was misleading and disarming in ef- 
fect, besides conveying an untruthful 
suggestion. 

In my judgment there is no ad- 


vantage to be gained by the use ot 
a nasal spray or douche or other 
agency or antiseptic or medicament 
forthe prevention of infection, except 
perhaps in the presence of abnormal 
conditions of the nose. If there is 
some echronie rhinitis, sinusitis, or ob- 
structive lesion, as presumably in the 
tellex’s case, then there may be benefit 
in the regular use of q suitable irri- 
gaticn or spray. What to use for 
the purpose depends on the nature of 
the trouble in the nose. The physi- 
cian can prescribe the aay remedy 
and the meane of applying it after he 


has examined the nasal cavity. 

A solution of half as much boric 
acid as will dissolve in a quantity of 
boiled water, is comparatively harm- 
less for use a spray or for irrigating 
the nostrils. To solve the foregoing 
nreblem without logarithims, put a 
heaped tablespoon of boric acid in a 
pint of freshly boiled water and after 
this has stood an hour or two, pour 
off the clear water and to it add an- 
ether pint of freshly boiled water. 
Probably ‘no other antiseptic which 
can be used in the nose has a greater 
anti-pneumoccic value than borie acid 
sulntion, und the pneumoccocnus is the

Any antiseptic or medicament which 
hurns, smarts or irritates the delicate 
lini of the nasal passage is cer- 
tainty undesirable for: prophylactic 
use. In mapyv instances. however, a 
highly diluted hypochlorite solution of 
the order of Dakin’s solution, may be 
nsed as a nasal spray or irrigation 
withont irritation, and when this is 
feasihle of course the chlorine is an 
excellent germicide. 

I should condemn the use of the 
“nasal douche” if vy that the teller 
menns a receptacle from which the so- 
Intion is drawn into the nostrils. That 
mode of applying medication involves 
a certain danger of drawing infective 
seeretions into the ‘eustachian’ tube 
and setting wp serious trouble there. 
A better plan is to irrigate the nasal 
nassages, by allowing the solution to 
run in through -one nostril and out 
from the other, by means of a foun- 
tain syringe or similar gravity flow. 

Persons whose occupation subjects 
them to intimate contact with the pub- 
lie pend the dangers from mouth spray 
might, enjoy comparative safety from 
infection by interposing a _ suitable 
gnuze screen in the course of the pro- 
jectiles, or by wearing a_ suitable 
gauze mask while af work at the win- 
dow. When a customer with a slight 
cri tries to tell the teller just how he 
wants it, that is when a teller needs 
a friend.

After committal papers are prepared 
Roark will be taken to the state farm 
at Milledgeville where he will begin 
serving the life sentence, either at the 
prison or on one of the county chain- 
gangs. The state prison commission 
has the authority to designate the 
prison to which the convicted slayer 
shall be committed. 

Roark’s conviction of slaying Miss 
Moore on a plea of guilty entered 
after counsel for the defense and state 
had agreed to a verdict of guilty with 
a recommendation to mercy came as 
a surprise to a large crowd of people 
who had gathered in the courtroom 
expecting to witness a trial lasting 
several days. Within a few minutes 
after a list of witnesses had been read 
and preliminaries were finished the 
case had been. decided and sentence on 
the prisoner imposed. 

The sentence was given by Judge 
Humphries after attorneys for the de- 
fendant and the solicitor general for 
the state had agreed on a verdict of 
guilty with recommendation to mercy 
which automatically carries with it 
a life sentence. 

According to a statement of So- 
licitor General John A. Boykin an 
examination of Roark made recently 
by Dr. N. M. Owensby, Dr. James 
Brawner, for defense. and Dr. Frank 
Eiskridge, for the state, disclosed that 
Roark was suffering with dementia 
praecox of the most virulent type and 
that for this reason he was not legal- 
ly responsible for killing Miss Moore 
who was shot in-the back by the de- 
fendant as she sat at her work in 
the Western Union offices last De- 
ecember. After this statement by the 
solicitor general, Attorney H. A. AIl- 
len, for the defense, concurred and 
announced that an agreement nad 
been reached by counsel under which 
sentence of life imprisonment was to 
be imposed, 

Shot Girl at Work. 

The slaying of Miss Moore by 
Roark attracted widespread attention 
throughout the state. Roark, arm:d 
with a pistol went to the office 
where he and his victim were employ? 
and shot her while many employees 
looked on. Roark then made no at- 
tempt to escape but surrendered to 
police officers, declaring that he shot 
Miss Moore “because she had attempt- 
ed to break up his home.” 

Roark’s wife and child were pres- 
ent when the consent’ verdict was 
reached, as well as Mrs. Norah Moore, 
mother of the victim, and several of 
Miss Moore’s sisters and other reta- 
tives. Roark received his sentence 
with much emotion. In a statement 
given out after the case ended he ex- 
pressed surprise at the verdict and 
declared that he was ready to die in 
the electric chair to expiate the «rime, 

“I am bowed with grief for shoot- 
ing Vena and I hope the void in her 
mother’s heart will be filled with the 
everlasting love of God Almighty,” 
Roark said, “I have prayed that Vena 
is in Heaven and is happy and I have 
prayed that Mrs. Moore’s sorrow will 
be softened by the love of God. I 
have expressed my willingness to die 
for what I‘ have done and there is 
nothing more I can do.” 

Roark said he was ready to die in 
the electric chair had he received @ 
death sentence. 

Willing To Die. 

“Maybe it is better as it is but I 
would just as soon have been electro- 
cuted. 1 would have taken my seat 
in the electric chair as willingly as I 
would have sat at the breakfast table. 
My thoughts are for Mrs. Moore and 
for my wife and child. I only want 
to live for my loved ones. They are 
not going to kill me and I can see my 
loved ones occasionally, so I am satis- 
fied,” he concluded. 

Attorney Allen and his associates 
fdr the defense, Judge Garland Wat- 
kins and Hugh W. Evans, expressed 
satisfaction at the verdict. Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin said that a 
long-drawn-out trial was saved by the 
consent verlict in view of the testi- 
mony which would have been given 
by physicians who examined the de- 
fendant. 

As soon as Judge Humphries pro- 
nounced sentence and the verdict was 
entered on court records a crowd of 
relatives and friends surged around 
Roark and embraced him. Among 
them were his wife and small boy, his 
father, Rev. V. A. Roark, a Metho- 
dist minister of Aragon, Ga., and his 
brothers Tom and Will Roark. The

With the way barred to house ac-

Kepresenta- 
tive Longworth, the repablican lead- 
er, said such action woald pave the 
way for final action at this session 
on a salary and rate measure. He 
declared he favored bringing a bill to 
a house vote, but insisted it would 
have to provide more revenue than 
it was estimated the senate bill would 
raise. 

“There's no use passing a bill,’’ he 
told the, iouse, *that the president 
won't si ji.” 

At the white house, it was mace 
known that President Cvolidge felt 
that rate provisions of the senate bill 
would yield insulficient revenue and

of this angle of ~he problem. The bill 
used by the house postoffice com- 
mittee as a basis for its deliberations 
carries the .ame pay inc.eases as 
proposed in the Lill vetoed last year 
by the president, with the rate pro- 
visions drafted in accordance’ with 
recommendations of the _ postoffice 
department. 
Sent to Committee. 

When word was conveyed to the 
senate that the house had declined to 
accept the postal bill, Senator Moses, 
republican, New Hampshire, presid- 
ing, referred the proposal back’ to the 
postoffice committee. ‘There, it .was 
predicted, the measure will remain, al- 
though there was s)me tatk that an 
effort might be made to put it through 
the senate minus its rate provisions, 
‘saving it to the house to insert them. 
It was generally agreed, however, 
that if it becomes apparent that the 
house will have a bill of its own which 
will come to a vote within a few days 
nothing could be gained by reviving 
the senate proposal:

Your Income Tax 


The revenue act of 1924 provided 
more liberally for deduction for.con 
tributions than preceding acts. In 
computing net income the individual 
taxpayer may deduct from gross in. 
come contributions or gifts made dur- 
ing the year 1924 to or for the use 
of the United States, any state or ter 
ritory, or any political” subdivision 
thereof (city, town, county. or vil 
lage) or the District of Coiumbia, 
“for exclusively public purposes.” A 
gift of real estate to a city to be 
maintained. perpetually as a park is 
an allowable deduction. Contributions 
by individuals to a fund raised for the 
purpose of inducing an industrial plant 
to locate in their city would not be an 
allowable deduction. 

Other allowable deductions are for 
contributions to any corporation or 
trust, or community chest, fund, or 
foundation, organized and operated ex- 
clusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational pur- 
poses, or for the prevention of cruelty 


to children or animals, but only if no 
part of the net earnings of which in- 
ure to the benefit of any priate share- 
holder og gindividual. The 1924 act 
provides also for deductions for con- 
tributions to the special fund for vo- 
cational rehabilitation and—a new 
provision—“posts or organizations of 
war veterans or auxiliary units or so- 
cieties of any such posts or organiza- 
tions if organized within the United 
States or any of its possessions, and 
if no part of their net earnings inure 
to the benefit of any private share- 
holder or individual.” Another new 
provision is the deduction for contri- 
butions to a fraternal society, order, 
or association operating under the 
lodge system, but only if such contri- 
butions are used exclusively for reli- 
gious, charitable, scientific, literary. 
or educational purpses, or for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to children or ani- 
mals. 

Deductible contributions have been 
construed to mean money or property. 
The value of services to the organiza- 
tions mentioned is not an allowable 
deduction.

And Hog Production 


Washington, February 3.—“A con- 
siderable increase’ in hog production 
next fall and a corn acreage “about 
the same as 1924,” were recommended 
by the department of agriculture to- 
day in the second section of its an- 
nual outlook report. 

“Beef cattle prices this year,” the 
report said, “should average some- 
what higher than last year, and those 
for sheep and wool should be at least 
on a par with those of 1924.” 

Dairymen were urged in the report 
to make no further expansion in their 
industry. Higher egg prices were 
forecast during the peak production 
season of the year, but the report 
warned that poultry prices may be 
lower. 

“Hog producers,” the report said, 
“enter 1925 with eighteen per cent 
fewer hogs than a year ago, and there 
is every indication that prices during 
the next eighteen months will be 
higher than at any time since 1926). 
Six to eight million fewer pigs will 
ibe born this spring than last.” 
Fewer Sows Teo Farrow. 


ewer sows will farrow next fall 
than farrowed last fall if producers 
respond to the unfavorable relation 
of corn and hog prices as they have 
done in the past. 

“If while the 1924 corn crop will 
)} probably be well cleaned up, an in- 
creased acreage in 1925 does not ap- 
pear advisable in view of the indi- 
cated reduction in the feeding de- 
mand. Stocks of old corn on farms 
are likely to be smaller than: usual 
in the beginning of the new crop 
year, 1925, but it uppears that not 
more than an average crop will be re- 
quired to supply the needs of the 
country for both feed and commercial 
purpores,

j should average somewhat higher than 


for 1924. The industry is gradually 
working into a more favorable. posi- 
tion due to the relation of beef to com- 
peting commodities, especially pork, 
improved industrial conditions, and 
in no small measure to the eattlé- 
man’s own. sacrifices. Market re- 
ceipts will probably be somewhat 
smaller than in 1924. All eonditions 
indicate that the long-time outlook for 
the industry is even more favorable. 
Expansion Inadvisable. 
“Further expansion in dairying in 
1925 seems. inadvisable. A _ recovery 
in prices of dairy products could 
hardly be expected should the num- 
ber of milk cows be further increased. 
Domestic production appears ade- 
quate, and the foreign dairy situation 
is such as tos keep world market 
prices low and thus limit the height 
to which our butter prices can rise 
without bringing in foreign butter. 
: “Prospects for the sheep industry 
in 1925 appear favorable. The world 
outlook and the prospective meat situ- 
ation in this country promise prices 
for 1925 at least on a par with those 
of 1924.. There does not appear to 
be atiy immediate danger of over pro- 
duction, as the increase in the num- 
ber of sheep has as yet been only 
slight. 
‘The outlook for the poultry indus- 
try during 1925 from the standpoint 
of market egg prices is favorable. 
while from the standpoint of market 
poultry prices, it is not so encourag- 
ing. It seems probable that higher 
egg prices will prevail during the sea- 
son of flush production this year than 
Jast.

Part 
of the report follows: 

“During the last summer in large 
areas of the south the weevil was con- 
trolled naturally by hot dry weather 
and this was followed by an extre:me- 
ly cold winter and by fall defoliation 
of the cotton plant through the agency 
of the leaf worm, which ‘n all nrob- 
ability will not recur in many vears. 

“In the eastern part of the cotton 
belt, enormous numbers of weevils 
went into hibernation last {all and 
no very cold weather has occurred 
thus far. In the central and western

tion of the convention for more than 
2 vear.

ential t: €f duties on imports in 
American bottoms, 

Members of the committee disclosed 
that when Secretaries Hughes and 
Hoover appeared yesterday to urge 
ratification, three sets of reservations 
were proposed: The one reported to- 
day, another leaving the declaration of 
policy to congress, and the third em- 
bodying the favored-nation clause of 
some existing treaties. 

Besides the reservations with re- 
spect to the merchant marine. the com- 
mittee approved another under which 
the treaty could not be construed to 
affect existingestatues of either coun- 
try in relation to the immigration of 
aliens or the right of either to enact 
such statutes.

“I congratulate the Roman Catho- 
lic church and its members for their 
tolerance and forbearance against the 
ignorant and unthinking who would 
destrov the fundamental principles on 
which our government is founded. and 
who are spreading the gospel of un- 
Americanism. 

“Any organization, fraternal or oth- 
erwise, will be judged. not by what it 
may teach, but by the lives and con- 
nact of its members and what they 
practice. 

‘Fraternity should consist in mu- 
tual sympathy, not only among its 
members, but towards all mankind. 
Every member should believe in the 
fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man, otherwise it is only a 
name, a sham, a fraud, a deception.

U.S. 15 100 LENIENT 
IN RUM CASES, CLAIM 


Washington, February 3.—Federal 
penalties for prohibition violations are 
inadequate, the subcommittee of the 
house committee on alcoholic ft ,uor 
traffic declared in a preliminary re- 
port today of its investigatio. into 
the subject. 

Views were sought by mail from 
governors, attorneys general, United 
States attorneys, district judgey. and 
county prosecuting officers relating 
to the sources of liquor supply, means 
of enforcement and court conditions 
and penalties. . 

Ten states have been carrying heav- 
ier penalties than the Volstead act, 
Representtive Hudson, republican, ot 
Michigan, member of the committee, 
declared. Dissatisfaction is caused 
in these states, he said, because “a 
state court is often obliged to impose 
a penitentiary sentence where a fed- 
eral court would impose a fine. 

An additional report will be made 
covering the source of liquor supply. 

C. B. Kennamer, United States at- 
corney for the: northern district of Al- 
abama, replied to the subcommittee: 

“In the state courts of Alabama 
the manufacture of liquor is a. felony 
and carries a minimum penitentiary 
sentence of one year with a maximum 
of five years. I believe that the state 
laws of Alabama are about right, ex- 
cept for first offenders I believe that 
a minimum jail sentence of six monthg 
would be about right, but that the fed- 
eral courts should be required to im- 
pose a minimum jail sentence of six 
months. In my judgment one of the 
greatest abuses comes from the tender- 
hearted manner in which most of our 
federal judges permit moonshiners to 
escape with 30 to 60 days in jail.” 


SOVIET CONFIDENT 
OF U.S. RECOGNITION 


‘Moscow, February 3.—(By the As- : 


sociated Press.)—Soviet Russia _ is} 
daily becoming more sanguine of 
American recognition and _ bolshevik 
officials seldom lose an opportunity to 
tell the people that the United States 
will, be forced to reestablish relations 
with Russia before the end of the 
present year. 

Addressing a , gathering of 
Kharkov communists yesterday, Chris- 
tian Rakovsky, soviet charge d’affaires 
in London, who is on a special speech- 
making tour, said: 

“IT am audacious enough to prophesy 
that the United States will recognize 
us this year, not because I have re- 
ceived information from private 
sources, but because the prevailing 
international situation brought about | 
by the recognition of soviet Russia by 
France, Japan, Italy and other coun- 
tries will compel America to recog 
nize us too. 

“Acceptance by Europe cf the 
Dawes plan means that the United 
States will play an increasingly large 
part in international affairs. It 
means indirectly that the United 
States will be obliged to recugnize 
soviet Russia.”
